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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 34-36, 38, 39, 41 , 47, 49-52, 54-57 and 59-64 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Colombet et al. 5,922,796, Pakusch et al. 
6.028,167 or Dreher et al. 6,716,922, in view of Thames et al. 6,001,913or Ball et al. 
6,063,865. 

3. The rejections are maintained in view of the following paragraph. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 1/1 6/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant never responded to the rejection citing Colombet et al. made 
12/13/05. The phenylsulfonic acid/formaldehyde salts or triethanolamine and 
diethanolamine are salts of di- and triethanolamine. Claim 34 does not specify the salt. 
While the reference is questioning the efficacy of protective colloids, it does show their 
use in column 5, lines 45-47. Dreher claims a blend of a water-insoluble polymer with a 
water-soluble polymer. Applicant submitted no proof that the presence of the water- 
soluble polymer deleteriously effects the invention. "Consisting essentially of is a bar 
only in that case. The product-by-process claims are not buttressed by a showing any 
superiority attributable to the process. The secondary references are used only to show 
that other ingredients and processes are customarily used with redespersible powders. 
The rejections are maintained. 
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5. Claims 44-46, 48, 53, 58 and 65-67 are allowed. 

6. Claims 37, 40 and 42 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
